The  coins  are  in  sunken  discs  and 
are  fastened  therein  by  some  adhesive  material.  Some  274 
in  all  including  all  th  cold  copper  cents,  except  1799  and 
1804,  small  cents  from  1857  to  1904;  also,  a few  2,  3 
and  5 cents  with  about  59  miscellaneous  half  cents,  colonials, 
etc.  There  are  142  of  the  old  coppers  including  some  that 
are  fine  enough  for  a better  fate,  being  nearly  unworn ; the 
small  cents  are  mostly  uncirculated.  Two  1793’s  lack  dates; 
a very  good  thick  1795;  1809  and  two  i8iTs;  very  fine

Slight  erosion  in  obverse  field  but  scarcely  marring  the 
piece.
